2. All airmen must, when flying over 
Paris or over any part of the depart- 
ment of the Seine, keep their machines 
at such an altitude that in case cir- 
cumstances compel them to descend they 
can do outside the limits of the 
above-mentioned area. 

3. It shall be unlawful for balloonists 
to throw overboard, while in this special 
area, any ballast whatever except the 
finest sand. 

4. In case any aeroplane or any other 
form of apparatus used for air locomo- 
tion, shall, through force of circum- 
stances, alight within the specified area, 
it shall be unlawful to attempt a new 
flight from such point of descent. All 
machines 80 alighting must be packed up 
and’ removed as quickly as possible out- 
side the limits or to certain specified 
aerjal camps.

steam shovel work at and between Gor- 
gona and Mamei, and to hydraulic work 
by contract opposite Tabernills. At Gor- 
gona three shovels are digging at 50 feet 
11 feet above the bottom 
of the channel. One of these has made 
a eut so close to the California hotel 
that the foundations of this big frame 
building are. right on the edge of the 
ditch. The next cut would include part 
of the building, if it were not that the 
commission has agreed to tear it down 
and reerect it at Gatun. 

Four French dredges lie in the channel, 
two at Gorgona and two at Mamei, and 
the digging is carried on around them. 
Apparently they were erected and were 
ready to begin work but never actually 
did much. Three of them are of the 
Belgian ladder type, which makes its 
own flotation; and one is small suetion.

FLINT MINES FOUND 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—At the annual excursion of 
the Brighton and Hove Archeological 
Club to the pre-historic flint mines and 
hill fort of Cissbury recently, Mr. Her- 
bert Toms, the honorable secretary and 
curator of the Brighton Museum, an- 
nounced the discovery of another series 
of pre-historic flint mines by Capt. A. J. 
Wade of the barracks, Chichester. The 
pits, nineteen in. number, are situated 
near the celebrated Kingley vale. Through 
the kind permission of the Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon, Captain Wade was 
able to excavate one of them which 
proved to be in shape of a gigantic Wel- 
lington boot. The objects found in the 
shaft included two flint knives, three 
rough flint implements, and a well-pre- 
served example of a pre-historic miner’s 
pick, 13 inches long, made from the 
antler of a red deer. This discovery is 
the more interesting as hitherto very 
little reliable evidence of the purely Neo- 
lithic occupation of Sussex has been 
found outside Cissbury. It is expected 
that many other pre-historic mines. will 
be found on the South Downs.

FLL-FISH INDUSTRY ° 


F MASOACHUSETTS 
DECLINING, 1T fo oAld 


Massachusetts shell-fisheries in these 
days of rapid transit and market facili- 
ties might be increased into industries 
that would furnish steady employment 
for thousands of men and women and 


result. in a product worth $3,000,000 an- 
nually, with possibilities of indefinite 


expansion, says today’s issue of Advance 


New England, the monthly magazine of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
Under present methods, the magazine 
continues, the average product per acre 
is only $17; if properly “farmed” $100 
would not be too much to expect of the 
40.000 acres now producing. In addi- 
tidn Massachusetts has 6000 acres of 
barren flats which might also be made 
productive. 
The shell fisheries of the state are 
in a chaotic state, legally and economi- 
cally. The finest natural facilities are 
wasted and thousands of acres of valu- 
alde—even though unattractive — flats 
allowed to lie barren. There is aS much, 
or more, wealth per acre in these flats, 
bays and’estuaries as in the best mar- 
ket gardens. In Rhode Island the clam 
and scallop fisheries have almost dis- 
appeared. Five or 10 years from now 
the shell-fisheries of Massachusetts will 
be in a similar condition—beyond remedy. 
The state commission on fisheries and 
game believes that an entirely new code 
of shell-fish laws is necessary, based upon 
the principle that the state, in selling 
the ghores to private individuals, re- 
served the right of fishing “as far as the 
tide doth ebb and flow,” and that it may 
row lease these rights. . 
But whatever the method, certain it 
is that failure to develop this resource, 
which if properly handled may be in- 
exhaustible, will. be as foolish as failure 
to preserve our forests or failure to 
plant farms on fertile land.

economic development of the islands re- 
gardless of the immediate or future 
needs of the population. 

Mr. Barrows said that there is a prob- 
lem. of conservation in the Philippine is- 
lands, The sovereignty over 8,000,000,000 
inhabitants and a vast public property 
have been dedicated by the American na- 
tion to be a trust for the native peoples 
of the Philippines. This policy the 
application to colonial administration of 
the doctrine of conservation. 

Opposed to this policy are the advo- 
cates. both American and Filjpino, of the 
policy of quick returns. A considerable 
body of the Filipino polititians champion 
the immediate transfer of the political 
sovereignty to thenrselves. 

“On the other hand there are the ad- 
vocates of quick returns in the economic 
development of the Philippines. These 
are for the most part representatives of 
American business interests, who see the 
great wealth of the archipelago and seek 
the most rapid and extensive exploita- 
tion of this wealth, irrespective of the 
immediate and future needs of the popu- 
‘lation. 

“The Filipino people have made really 
extraordinary economic advances in the 
last 60 or 70 years, but there is yet no 
trained middle class competent to engage 
independently in’ large businesses, and 
the agricultural peasantry are in large

part an ignorant and helpless tenantry. | 


The policy of conservation ‘urges a slower 
though impressive economic de- 
velopment, It demands that the intense 
aspirations of the peopie for e1 nlighten-> 
ment shall be met by the establishment 
of aflequate public instruction.” 

Mr. Washbura said that there are con- 
ditions which militate against utopianism 
in the Philippines. Yet, in spite of these 
conditions, much progress has been made 
by the American administration. Mr. 
Washburn pointed out that of all the 
altruistic efforts of American adminis- 
tration in the Philippines, none have 
been so successful as the introduction 
and maintenance of the widespread sys- 
tem of public schools.

HE process of dyeing garments at 

home is far from being as difficult 
as many people imagine it to be; but 
not all fabrics can be successfully at- 
tempted. There are certain materials 
and colors that professionals will accept 
only at the customer’s risk. 

The first step in home dyeing is- to 
buy the dye. When purchasing it should 
be stated what kind of material is to 
be colored,—whether wool, silk, a mix- 
ture of cotton and wool or cotton and 
silk.

“It is not enough to see fashion maga- 
zines: it is little better to look at hats 
in the shop windows; you must see peo- 
ple wear them.

This is what she says to her class the 
first day, and downtown they go with 
their keen eyes and their notebooks, to 
surfeit their academic souls with French 
millinery. 

“Tomorrow,” says Mrs. Tobey, “you 
may go where you will—on the street 
cars, in the stores and ‘quick lunch’ 
places. Study the hats you see there.

Changes in Dinner Service Fashions 
> 


LITTLE observation and_attention 
to detail will make it possible for 
every woman to have her dinner table 
appear well and be served in accordance 


with the newest form. Details of ser- 


vice change as do shapes of gowns, For 
example, soup spoong are now placed at 
the right side of the plate instead of as 
formerly at the top of it. The dinner 
knife retains its old place next to the 
plate, but the soup spoon is parallel. 
Except when soup plates are of extreme 
beauty they are bayjshed, cups with one 
handle at each side being served instead. 
There are bouillon spoons which corre- 
spond in size to the cups, those to be 


‘used with plates being too large for the 


smaller surface of a cup. 

-Individual salt cellars are relegated to 
limbo, probably\on the theory that all 
food is so well cooked that further sea- 
soning is not required. This being more 
theoretical than true, large salt cellars 
appear, and, be they of silver or glass, 
they are more ornamental than individ- 
ual receptacles, says the New Haven 
Courier-Journal. Two are enough, al- 
though four—if one has those that match 
in sets of two or four—may be put on 
the table together, one at each corneg 
of the centre. Salt shakers are never 
seen now.

They 
were also the means of transporting a 
considerable volume of freight to and 
from the city, and any rational survey 
of our commercial assets would have 
included them as a very appreciable fac- 
tor. © 

“That their loss will be felt the com- 
ing season goes without saying, and I 
would respectfully inquire whether the 
Chamber of Commerce has taken any 
steps to interest capital in a similar 
line of steamships, which would take 
the place of these vessels which are 
now departing.

An eastern railroad company is in 
the market for 30,000 tons of rails for 
prompt delivery. It firmly believed 
in that city that the railroad companies 
will be permitted to make at least a 
slight advance in freight rates, and that 
this is the reason for the loosening up 
of railroad purchases. Prominent rail- 
road officials have advised steel manu- 
facturers in the past week that a much 
more liberal policy in placing orders for 
equipment is to be expected after the 
election next month, especially if finan- 
cial conditions become easier. 

While reports from various sections 
of the country show some increase in 
business in all lines of finished products, 
with transactions now being consumated 
that could not have been done a few 
weeks ago, the situation at Pittsburg 
appears not to have improved. In that 
center new orders and specifications on 
contracts for wire products, wrought 
pipe and sheets show a slight gain for 
this month over the corresponding period 
in September, but other branches of 
finished products are quiet, with natural- 
ly some feeling of discouragement. The 
market on steel billets at Pittsburg con- 
tinues weak. 

The demand for pig iron is spasmodic. 
Orders for fairly heavy quantities have 
been placed by quite a number of manu- 
facturers of cast iron pipe and scattered 
sales have been made to other consum- 
ing interests in the several trade cen- 
ters. No general buying movement, how- 
ever, has developed in pig iron, consum- 
ers still purchasing for immediate re- 
quirements, except in a few instances in 
which they have been able to make con- 
tracts running into the early part of 
next year on the basis of current quo- 
tations. 

Orders for structural material are be- 
low expectations, but a great. deal of 
work is in sight in both the East and 
the West, so that the trade is hopeful of 
better conditions in the near future. An 
interesting transaction is a_ contract 
placed by the United States government 
with the Lackawanna Steel Company for 
5000 tons of steel piling to be used in 
making the coffer dam for raising the 
Maine in the harbor of Havana. This 
is the second largest order ever placed 
for steel piling.

Gross operating revenues of the Great 
Northern Railway Company for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last were $64,465,- 
369.87, the largest in the history of the 
company, and an increase of $10,777,925 
over last year, or 20.08 per cent. Reve- 
nue from transportation increased $10,- 
742.005, freight receipts advancing from 
$39.464,810 in 1909 to $46,675,733, and 
passenger revenues increasing from $10,- 
977.948 in 1909 to $14,311,800. The in- 


creased passenger traffic was due largely 


to the Alaska-Yukon-Pacifie exjosition at 
Seattle and the opening of government 
lands. 

While the gross revenues show decided 
increase, operating expenses _ slightly 
more than kept pace, the increase, $6,- 
(24,609, being 20.66 per cent over the 
previous year. Transportation expenses 
afforded the chief proportion of this in- 
crease, the advance in this department, 
$3,246,119, being due to higher wages 
uand prices for materials. The net cor- 
porate income, $17,791,824, constituted 
8.47 per cent earned for the $209,880,000 
stock, about the same as last year.

SENATOR LODGE 
MAKES PLEA FOR: 
BALLOT PURITY 


Deplores Use of Money in 
Elections, in Address at 
Banquet of the Postmasters 
Association. 


Senator Lodge addressed the members 
of the Postmasters Association of New 
Kkngland at the banquet Wednesday eve- 
ning at the American house which con- 
cluded the annual convention. Congress- 
man William S. Green of Fall River 
also spoke. 

Senator Lodge said he wished to speak 
on “something more important than any 
of those great questions upon' which 
political parties divide.” 

“There is nothing more dangerous to 
the well-being of the republic than to 
have nominations, primaries, conventions 
and elections controlled by the more in- 
sidious but equally sinister influence of 
large sums of money. We want men, not 
money, in office,” he declared. 

“It will be a sorry day for this state 
of country if it ever comes to pass that 
a political result is determined by a vote 
that is bought or sold. I have not seen 
it in the party to which I belong, but 
I have seen it elsewhere. We have heard 
a great deal of the moneyed interests 
and the influence these interests have on 
our legislation. 


“I think there is a tendency to over- 
look the much more dangerous -tendency 
that arises from the lavish expenditure 
of money to control primaries, nomina- 
tions and elections.” 

“You all serve under the President of 
the United States. He has filled his 
great office with honesty, integrity and 
ability; and he has won the respect of 
all men.” 


Congressman Greene devoted some 
time to speaking of the American Carded 
Wool Manufacturers Association because 
of a comnrinication he had received from 
the secretary asking him to answer four 
questions. He said he refused to com- 
mit himself to any pledges for any or- 
panization.

Pouring oil on troubled waters will be 
much more than a metaphor if the plan 
offered by the United States hydro- 
graphic office is carried out. Its serious 
proposal is to keep the path between 
New York and the northern European 
ports well oiled, so that the waves may 
be kept down and passengers may cross 
in perfect comfort. The hydrographic 
office knows.a lot about waves, and 
claims that nothing is so bad for them as 
oil. Moreover, oil spreads quickly and 
thinly over the water, and hence the 
calming can be done at small expense. 
A quart of cheap petroleum an hour for 
each ship would, they say, do the work 
in decent weather, and $25 per trip onght 
to cover it easily.

CU Ihat is to s@ys the lesson of the experience 
through which Mr. Wellman and his companions have just passed is 
that to withstand the conditions incident to a transatlantic air voyage 
the successful airship will have to be constructed differently from 
the America. 

Only through experience of this character.can aeronauts- hope 
to obtain the knowledge that will enable them eventually to overcome 
all obstacles. Years of theorizing have not vielded more 
of useful information to the Wellman party in relation to the 
requirements of air navigation than seventy-two hours of actual 
sailing above the waves and through the winds of the Atlantic. 
Theoretically, the America was constructed to meet every condition 
likely to arise, practically, as admitted by Mr. Wellman, and as the 
facts prove, its construction was faulty in several particulars. In 
the light of what has occurred it can now be seen that this craft 
never could have made the complete voyage. 

It is no small matter to have discovered the crucial faults, 
for the discovery will lead to their elimination in the building of 
the next transatlantic flying machine. Mr. Wellman looks to a 
larger and a stronger dirigible as a means of accomplishing what 
his lost balloon failed to do. The question will naturally arise: 
Does a dirigible balloon become stronger by reason of being larger, 
or is it not the case that the larger it is the more difficult becomes 
its Management ina storm? Will not every square foot of balloon 
surface demand a corresponding increase of power? Would it 
not be better to develop all sustaining as well as all propelling 
power in the engines? 

This brings us to the point of inquiring whether, save under 
exceptionally favorable meteorological conditions, the gas bag can 
be regarded as reliable?) In wind storms it is buffeted like a feather 
and its very volatility renders the propelling power useless. 

Shall we look, in brief, for a complete reversal in the 
construction of dirigibles—less and less dependence upon the 
balloon and more and more dependence upon the engines—or shall 
we turn, from the dirigible completely to an aeroplane model more 
powertul than any that has yet been constructed? Aviation. is in 
the infancy of its development, and airships are passing through the 
trying-out period.
